The damage is estimated at ap- 
proximately $20,000,00. which is cov- 
ered by insurance.

FALL PRECIPITATION REPORT 


(Outlook. for next year’s crop.) 

Judging by the fall ‘moisture that 
has occurred, the chances for a good 
crop on the prairies are better for 
next season than they have been for 
any year since 1933. The precipita- 
tion which occurred during the recent 
months of August, September and 
October, for the three prairie prov- 
inces, and all weighted for wheat acre- 
age, was 105 p.c. of normal as compar- 
ed with 90 p.c. for the same period 
last year. 

The percentages of normal 
fall precipitation of the prairie prov- 
inces, separately are as follows: Al- 
berta 98; Saskatchewan 118 and Man- 
itoba 66. 

Experience has shown that the pre- 
cipitation which occurs during the 
months of August, September and 
October—that is after the harvest 
and before the freeze-up — plays an 
important part in making moisture re- 
serves available for the ' succeeding 
crop, for the reason that this moist- 
ure constitutes the main sub-soil re- 
serve necessary for the crop to pro- 
duce a normal yield per acre, and 
‘also this reserve enables the crop to 
tide over periods of less than average 
rainfall that may occur during the 
growing season. ; 

The present situation can be inter- 
preted therefore to mean, that if av- 
erage rains occur during the coming 
season over the prairies, an average 
yield per acre (or about 16 3-4 bush- 
els) should be produced; always bear- 
ing in mind, however, the possibility 
of reduced yields on account of grass.

Diseoncertitg,, to say the least, are the latest official figures of automo- 
bile tourist traffic across the international boundary betwoen the United 
States and Canada. 

With agriculture in the doldrums the people in this country have been | 
watching with approval and a measure of comfort the growth of the | 
American tourist traffic in Canada, regarding it as a lusty young industry 
which gave promise of making up for some of the losses sustained by agri- 
culture, if not immediatefy, at any rate in the near future. 

“The tide of tourist traffic Canada-ward' from the United States has 
been flowing strongly across the international border in recent years mie 
has been growing with remarkable acceleration until the trade has assumed 
the rank of the second largest industry of this country. 

While, of course, the major portion of this comparatively new industry 
has to date been enjoyed by the provinces of Ontario and Quebec in the east 
and Brtiish Columbia in the west, due principally to their geographic 
proximity to American centres of dense popularity, still the prairie prov- 
inces have been reaping a modicum of benefit and enjoying some measure 
of the increase until now.

The Wrong Direction 

Now, however, it would appear that the pendulum is showing a marked 
tendency to swing the other way, since official figures for the month of 
September not only show a reduction of American tourist automobiles com- 
ing into Canada but an increase in the number of Canadian tourist cars going | 
into the United States for periods long enough. to plage them in the tourist | 
category. | 

In other words, the September figures demonstrate that the number of | 
American visitors to this country, and hence the amount of money they are 
spending here, is. declining, while the number of Canadians who are spend- | 
ing their time and a in search of pleasure on the other side of the 
Une is showing an upward trend.

Muskrat Restoration 


Conservation Project 1 In The Interests 
Of The Indian Population 
Investigations into the possibilities 
| of improving the production of musk- 
rats are now being carried out in 
selected areas of the Wood Buffalo 
Park, Northwest Territories, by the 
Department of Mines and Resources, 
Ottawa. Due to low water levels 
the muskrat has disappeared from 
many areas where formerly it was 
| plentiful and the plans provide for 
the construction: of dams and dirt 
fills to regulate water levels with the 
object of making these areas again 
suitable for muskrat ranching. 
Following a reconnaissance survey 
of the delta country north of the 
west end of Lake Athabasca and ad-

Trust Fund Gives Travelling Scholar-

The imperial relations trust has 
selected J. H. Franklin of Grimsby 
for a travelling scholarship in Can- 
ada.
